1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim.

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply . 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There doesn't appear to be any support in the 
original disclosure for a combination of an annular connection member extending from 
the air vent valve and another annular connection member combined with a fixing 
member to define a milk suction path as is now claimed in claim 17. The drawings do 
not show such a combination. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Madsen 
et al 581 in view of Sheu '147. 

Madsen et al teaches a bottle with a nipple having an air vent vale with first and 
second holes and a downward convex valve 33 in the manner claimed. To have added 
an annular extension to the valve to vent air toward the bottom of the bottle would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Sheu at 6221 ,623. the extent to the bottom of 
the bottle is well established in the art and would have been obvious. 

7. Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 14 above, and further in view of Guild '126. 

To have added an integral mixing disk to the annular connection member for 
mixing would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Guild. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents who other bottle vent and mixing constructions.
